Washington, December 9.—American 
public opinion will decide what steps 
if any the government shall take to 
follow up its protest to Germany 
against the deportations of Belgians. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg’s 
conversation with Charge Grew of the 
American embassy in Berlin has con- 
vinced state department officials that 
Germany’s formal! reply to the Amer- 
ican protest will hold the deportations 
justified on the ground of social ne- 
cessity. 

To Sound Public Opinion. 

It was admitted unreservedly today 
that the action of the state depart- 
ment in publishing the text of the 
protest was for the purpose of sound- 
ing public opinion on the subject now 
that the ordinary resources of diplo- 
macy have been exhausted. It was 
realized that publication of the docu- 
ment might not be viewed with favor 
by Germany, but that was fully con- 
sidered before the state department's 
action was decided upon. 

Officials were not greatly encour- 
aged by today’s press dispatches out- 
lining the forthcoming German reply. 
So far as can be determined from this 
summary the reply contains little, of- 
ficials believe, that had not been said 
to Charge Grew before the formal 
American protest was sent. 

Whether Germany’s reply will be 
made public or answered with a fur- 
ther note by this government will not 
be decided until the attitude of the 
Amerigan“public has been sounded out 
and the actual text of the German 
answer has been examined.

IN POSTAL RATES 


Zone System, at Increased 
Charges, Is Proposed for 
Newspapers and Maga- 
zines — Decrease in First- 
Class Rates. 


Washineton, December 9.—One-cent 
postage for local first class mail de- 


pected to greatly increase the charges 
for magazines and other periodicals 
having a nation-wide circulation, are 
provided for in the annual postoffice 
appropriation ‘bill as virtually com- 
pleted today in committee. The meas- 
ure, carry appropriations totalling 
about $327,000,000, probably will be 
reported to the house next week, 

Under the one cent postage provis- 
fon the rate on letters and other mail 
matter of the first class, when depos- 
ited in any postoffice, or branch post- 
office or letter box or postoffice in 
the delivery district, for delivery 
within the limits of the _ postoffice, 
city or rural delivery district, would 
be cut in half.

New York, December 9.—(By Assocl- 
ated Press, from European Cables of 
the Day.)—The importance of the suc- 
cesses of the Teutonic armies on the 
battlefields in the vicinity of Bucharest 
is emphasized by the announcement 
that, since December 1, the Rumanians 
have lost in prisoners more than 70,000 
men, 184 cannon and 120 machine guns, 
and the losses in dead and wounded are 
declared to be in proportion to the num- 
ber of prisoners. The booty taken by 
the Teutonic armies is reported as “in- 
calculable.”’ 

The ultimate fake of the Rumanian 
armies still is in doubt, but they con- 
tinue to retreat before the Teutonic 
allies, whose pursuit, it is announced, 
“is progressing as planned.” 

The Russians have again launched 
strong attacks on the Upper Moldavian 
and Transylvanian frontiers, but the 
majority of them are.reported to have 
falled with heavy losses, Some ground, 
however, was gatned north of Norna- 
Watra, and Russian troops dislodged 
hostile forces from two heights in the 
Putna valley region, taking some pris- 
oners and machine guns, 

The battle south of Javornitza in the 
wooded Carpathians has ceased and the 
Russians have retired to their entrench- 
ments. In consequence of the retreat 
eastward of the Rumanian troops, Rus- 
sian troops on their left flank also 
have been compelled to retire.

Gen. Funston’s Letter. 

General Funston gave out copies of 
the letter to the press, in which he 
says in part: 

“From time to time I have ‘been 
receiving copies. of resolutions passed

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Mackenzen: The left wing of the 
Ninth army routed Rumanian divisions 
which tried to make their way towards 
the southwest from the passes north- 
east of Sanaioa. Several thousand men 
were made prisoner and many cannon 
captured. The enemy is in‘retreat all 
along the line before the right wing 
of this army and before the rapidly- 
advancing Danube army. 

“Since December i, as far as ap- 
pears at present from a superficial 
clearing up of the battlefields around 
Bucharest, the Rumanians have bost to 
these two armies more than 70,000 men, 
184 cannon and 120 machine guns. 
The size of these figures permits of a 
Plain conclusion being drawn as to the 
importance of the success obtained by 
the allied (Teutonic) troops and shows 
to what degree the Rumanian army is 
demoralized. The loss in dead and 
wounded are in proportion to the num- 
ber in prisoner. The booty, war mate- 
rial and field material taken is incal- 
culable.” 

The war office statement issued to- 
night, says: 

“In Rumania our pursuit progresses 


as planned.” 


London, December 9.—An official 
statement issued today by Austro-Hun- 
garian- headquarters, as received here 
from Vienna, says the Russians and 
Rumanians are in full flight before 
Field Marshal von Mackensen’s Dan- 
ube army, and that the Rumanian army 
which was in front of General von Fal- 
kenhayn’s right wing has been annihi- 
lated. The [Itussian forces which tried 
to join the Rumanians from the moun- 
tain region, it adds, are retreating. 


RUSSIANS STRIKE 
IN PUTNA VALLEY. 


Petrograd, Vecember 9.—( Via London.) 
Riussian troops on the northern Ruma- 
nian front attacked the Teutonic forcés 
in the Putna valley region yesterday 
and dislogded them from two heights, 
the war office announces. They ttook 
500 prisoners, including ten officers, 
six machine guns, two bomb mortars 
and one cannon. 

In the province of Wallachia, says 


the statement, the Rumanian troops 
under unceasing hostile pressure con- 
tinue to retire to the eastward. In 
consequence of this, it is added, the 
tussian troops who are on the left 
flank of the Rumanians also are re- 
tiring. 

The statement reads: 

“Rumanian Front: West and south 
of Putna valley where the enemy was 
dislodged from two heights we cap- 
tured 500 prisoners, including ten of- 
ficers and six machine guns, one can- 
mon and two bomb mortars.

“On the banks of the River Tched- 
enich our advance continues. 

“In Wallachia the Rumanian troops 
under unceasing hostile pressure con- 
tinue to retire to the eastward. In 
consequence of this our troops who 
are on the left flank of the Rumanians 
also are retiring.” 


BATTLE CEASES 
IN CARPATHIANS; 
RUSSIANS RETIRE 


Petrograd, December 9.—(Via Lon- 
don.)—The battle between the Rus- 
sians and Austro-Germans for posses- 
sion of the’ height south of Javornika 
in the wooded Carpathians has died 
down, according to today’s Russian of- 


ficial statement, and the Russian 
troops have retired to their own en- 
trenchments. The statement reads: 

“Western (Russian) Front: At the 
little village of Pelikana, which is 
south of Lake Drisviaty, a German air- 
plane was brought down by our ma- 
chine gun fire. The machine was over- 
turned and considerably damaged. The 
pilot and observer were made prison- 
ers. 

‘South of Ponorjan, in the region of 
the village of Koniukhi, our scouts 
broke through the enemy’s barbed wire 
entanglements and captured the en- 
emy’s ambuscade. Some of the enemy 


were bayonetted and several men were 
taken prisoner. 

“In the region of Svistelniki, 
troops are making reconnaissances. 

“In the wooded Carpathians 
struggle for the height five versts to 
the south of Javornika died down. Our 
troops retired to their own trenches. 

“Caucasion Front: The ‘situation is 
unchanged.” 


FUTILE ATTACK 
BY RUSSIANS. 


Berlin, December 9.—(Via Sayville.) 
A futile attack by the Russians on the 
German lines in the vicinity of Lake 
Narocz on the Russian front is report- 
ed in today’s official statement, which 
reads:

Congress must prohibit the use of the 
mails for the circulation of liquor ad-

unholy alliance between the govern- 
ment and the liquor sellers, 
opinion of Senator Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia. 

Upon his return to Washington for 
the convening of congress, Senator 
Smith brought with him a renewed de- 
termination to curb the traffic in in- 
toxicating liquor by forbidding its 
transportation in interstate commerce, 
and by denying the use of all instru- 
mentalities of interstate commerce 
which is under the control of con- 
gress, for the prosecution of this bus- 
iness. 

“T have the assurance of the sen- 
ate committee on- post offices and post 
roads that it will report out in the 


very near future a bill to make it ille- | 


gal for liquor dealers to send their 
advertisements through the mails. I 
am satisfied a majority of the senate 
and of congress will favor its enact- 
ment. Personally I am in favor of 
whatever national legislation is nec- 
essary to prevent liquor distillers and 
dealers from shipping their product 
into dry states. I shall support every 
legal means to restrict the shipments 
of liquor into Georgia from other 
states, 

“If the people of Georgia are in ear- 
nest about the desire to enforce prohi- 
bition, they should prevent liquor from 
being manufactured in the state, and 
should aid every movement to prevent 
it from being shipped into the state. 
Then we will have real prohibition. It 
can be done if we work with purpose 
and proper zeal.” 

Senator*Smith stated that his person- 
al mail forwarded from Atlanta fre- 
quently contains advertisements from 
liquor houses, and he hears that simi- 
lar advertisements are being sent into 
Georgia homes where liquor is never 
allowed to enter, and addressed to the 
young men of the family in an effort 
to create an appetite for strong drink. 
He says this is a most insidious evil 
and should be stopped. 

“If ] had the power under the law, I 
would cheerfully indict the men re- 
sponsible for such action. If congress 
makes such solicitation unlawful, any 
person receiving such circulars and 
other advertisements will be enabled to 
obtain the prosecution of those seek- 
ing to debauch their homes. 

“Every man who studies this liquor 
question fairly and honestly must find 
the desire growing upon him to restrict 
this evil in the interest of his fellow 
men. I am in favor of banishing liquor 
from the national capital; and I will 
cheerfully vote for every measure that 
will keep the United States mails from 
being used for carrying on the traffic.”

CURSE GERMANS. 

Havre, December 9.—The Belgian 
government, through its organized sys- 
tem of obtaining information of what 
is taking place in Belgium, has re- 
ceived lists of persons deported from 
us_ localities. Their occupations 
information as to whether they 


independent means or not is contained 
in the lists. 

Some of these lists which have just 
arrived from Nivelles, south of Brus- 
sels, show that among the deported 
were 42 persons of position and who 
owned property and who were neither 
idle nor indigent, such as farmers, 
small shopkeepers, the hotel proprie- 
tor, the station master and his princi- 
pal assistant, students and artists. An- 
other list from Nivelles names 89 per- 
sons who were employed and were 
making a sufficient livelihood, but who 
were carried off to labor in Germany. 

“The townspeople at Jemappes,” 
SayS an eye witness account received 
here, “were assembled and examined 
as to their strength, age and general 
appearance, very much as though they 
were cattle. Five hundred were picked 
for transportation. Each was asked 
to sign a paper saying that he en- 
gaged voluntarily for work in Ger- 
many. The men were told that ‘if you 
sign it will be easy to place you in 
zermany. If you refuse you probably 
will be sent to the front to work in 
the trenches.’ Few persons signed the 
papers. One man of 42 who signed 
was overcome by remorse two days 
later and hanged himself.”’ 

Numerous narratives received by this 
“underground railway” describe trains 
passing through towns packed with 
men who were being deported. Some- 
times, it is said, they were singing 
the Belgian national hymn, or the 
“Marseillaise,” and sometimes’ they 
were cursing Germany and shaking 
their fists at the German sentinels and 
shouting insults at them.

Mayor Woodward is wondering where 
the money is coming, from if the city 
should be forced to buy coal in the 
open market.

Under the heading of “Fre@ Lec- 
tures” it is shown that Executive Sec- 
retary James P. FaulKner during the 
past 18 months has delivered 217 ad- 
dresses in 75 different places in the 
state. ’ 

During the year ending July 81, defi- 
nite tuberculosis and sanitary surveys 
were made in Brunswick, Albany and 
Rome by the executive nurse of the 
foundation, Miss Chloe Jackson. 

Survey Is Made. 

In each city the survey was made 
under the auspices and at the request 
of a local organization, and at the con- 
clusion of the work the attention of 
the authorities was called to the se- 
riousness of the situation and a pro- 
gram of relief suggested. 

Plans for the future include the es- 
tablishment of new associations, dis- 
pensaries and open - air schools 
throughout the state, more sanatoria, 
especially county institutions, special 
hospitals and homes for tubercular 
children, and special provision for ne- 
gro sufferers. The foundation is also 
working to bring the tuberculosis con- 
ference for the southern states to At- 


lanta next year. A summary of the|] 


work now being done in the state is 
given by the foundation as follows: 

Organizations doing state-wide work, 
one, organizations doing local work, 
14; institutions giving sanatorium 
treatment, 6; dispensaries, 38; open-air 
schools, 8. 

4,000 Are Treated. 

It is impossible to determine deft- 
nitely the number of patients treated 
and cared for by these institutions, for 
there are some duplicates in the re- 
ports, but, making reasonable allow- 
ances, there were certainly no fewer 
than 4,000. These figures are for the 
year 1915 and do not include those per- 
sons given direction by correspondence 
and special literature.

| London, December 9.—The Times’ 
‘military correspondent remarks in an 
article today that the contraction of the 
| front of the Teutonic allies in Ruma- 
nia will naturally cause them to pass 
‘part of their armies into reserve, and 
says that in view of the positions oc- 
cupied by the central powers on the 
Saloniki front and the possibility that 
the Greeks may attack the allies from 
the rear the entente must face the con- 
tingency of a concentric attack upon 
General §& rrail’s army within the next 
few weeks. 

“The particular course which com- 
mends itself to us in these circum- 
stances,” the correspondent adds, ‘is 
written very plainly on the map, and 
the only thing that will never be for- 
given is indecision in a situation which 
needs prompt and firm handling. The 
safety of troops forbids us to pander 
any longer to a political objective 
which has no basis in sound strategy.” 

The correspondent contends that the 
general military situation is not so al- 
tered by the successes of the central 
powers in Rumania as to justify the 
depression of the allies, and he sees no 
reason to doubt the successful recon- 
stitution of the Russo-Rumanilan left 
wing in a strong position which will 
compel Von Mackensen to halt. 

It is assumed that for this purpose 
the Russian offensive in the central 


Carpathians, which he says came too 
late, will now be abandoned, 


A Reuter’s Petrograd dispatch quotes 
the Novoe Vremya as commanding the 
policy of the entente in “conducting in- 
terminable deliberations while King 
Constantine is waging open war on the 
allies.” 

“The government and court at Ath- 
ens,” says The Novoe Vremya, “are our 
enemies and in Germany’s service. Why 
do we continue to recognize as legiti- 
mate government authorities at Athens 
who are reduced to acting as a section 
of the German staff?"

Market for Sulphuric Acid.” 

“At’ the time when the war broke 
out sulphuric acid was the despised 
‘lame duck,’” said he, “and was selling 
at a shamefully low price. There was 
an over-supply of it, and chambers 
were shut down. But later there was 


a demand, which sprang up in an in- 
stant, when much of the acid had been 
used for ammunition, dyestuffs and 
other things. There was a great jump 
in the price. Then there were a few 
chambers built in the south and many 
in the east. And today there is more 
sulphuric acid being used in the United 
States than at any other time of her 
history.” 

Mr. Ashcraft said that the market 
for sulphuric acid would continue as 
long as the war lasts, and said that 
after the-war, which will not be less 
than eighteen months, England, France, 
and especially Germany, will compete 
with chemists of this country. 

“During the continuance of the war 
every sulphuric acid chamber in the 
country that can economically keep 
producing sulphurie acid should 
keep it up. It is up to you here to- 
night to plan for the future of your- 
self and your firm. We have got to 
have a plan of preparedness, and the 
men of the south are capable. All we 
need is the genius and the courage to 
utilize the raw materials at hand.” 

Two valuable and interesting papers 
were read before the society, one by E. H. 
Armstrong, superintendent of the South- 
ern Fertilizer works at-Savannah, on 
“The Concentrating of Sulphuric Acid,” 
and one by Dr. A. M. Fairlie, of Cop- 
per Hill, Tenn., a well-known copper 
expert, on “A New System of Sulphuric 
Acid Chamber Control.”

CAFE PROPRIETOR 
NOW DOING TIME 
ON CHAINGANG 


| Augusta, Ga., December 9 —(Special.) 


John Rheinwaldt, proprietor of a well- 
known cafe jn this city, is now doing a 
sentence at the county stockade for 
violation of the prohibition law, being 
the first white man sent to the gang 
for violation of the liquor law in Rich- 
mond county in many years. 
Rheinwaldt was fined $300 and sen- 
tenced to six months on the chaingang 
on September 23, after entering a plea 
of guilty for violation of the prohibi- 
tion act. The sentence was suspended 
on condition that he commit no sim- 
ilar offense during the term of the 


sentence. 

The last of October he was again ar- 
rested on a similar charge, and his pa- 
role was revoked by the court after 
examination by Judge J. C. C. Black, 
and he was ordered to serve the rest 
of his sentence on the chaingang. 

An appeal was made and bail request- 
ed. Judge Black certified to the bill of 
exceptions, but refused to grant a Ssu- 
persedeas, and also to admit the man to 
bail. Rheinwaldt’s counsel then at- 
tempted to gain his liberty by taking 
habeas corpus before 
Judge Henry C. Hammond, of the su- 
perior court, but he also refused to ad- 
him to bond. However, Judge 
Hammond granted a supersedeas while 
the case was pending in the higher 
courts, which had the effect of pre- 


ade. 

After consultation wit counsel, 
Rheinwaldt decided he would go to the 
stockade and be serving his sentence 
while his case is being reached in the 
court of appeals, so that, in the evem 
he loses, he would have already served 
a good portion of the sentence; where- 
as, if he remained in jail pending action 
by the court of appeals, and then lost, 
the time he spent in jail would not be 
deducted from the original sentence. 


ALLIES FAIL IN WEST, 
ACCORDING TO BERLIN 


Berlin, December 9.—(Via Sayville.) 
“Since the failure of the last great at- 
tack on the Ancre, November 18, the 
British and French have carried out 
serious movements separately,” says 
the Overseas News agency, “but neither 
surprise attacks, such as that made by 
the French against St. Pierre Vaast 
wood, nor assaults after strong artil- 
lery preparation such as the British 
undertook east of the Albert-Warlen- 
court road, brought any success. In 
both cases they were repulsed with 
sanguinary losses. 

“The French and British are now 
faced with the difficult alternative 
whether to continue the offensive on 
the Somme or prepare a new offensive 
at another place. Reconnoitering op- 
as the 
Ypres bend indicate that the latter is 
their intention, but the German resist- 
ance shows there are no weak spots on 
the German western front. The entente 
forces have been placed in a difficult 
situation by the German reinforce- 
ments, especially of artillery.”

When the turret is closed periscopes 
are placed in position, which permits 
a view of the surrounding landscape 
from all angles. 

There have been many odd experi- 
ences with these automobiles in Ru- 
mania. On one of the first trips a car 
entered a village not yet captured, 
where the officer and his crew were 
taken for Russi@s because the Ger- 
mans were not supposed to have ar- 
mored cars. Just as the crew was 
being enthusiastically greeted, three 
Rumanian locomotive drivers tried to 
get their engines away, but the au- 
tomobile was too swift for them. It 
raced ahead, the crew destroyed a por- 
tion of the track and the automobile 
received the engines with a withering 
fire, which forced their surrender after 
they had been disabled. 

On the return to the village the crew 
was greeted with white flags. 

On another occasion an automobile 
encountered a force of Rumanian in- 
fantry and opened fire before’ the 
troops could seek shelter. The Ru- 
manians fled after sixty second of fir- 
ing from the car, leaving 300 dead and 
560 wounded. 

On a recent exploit the commander 
worked his car to the rear of a body 
of Rumanian infantry and almost be- 
fore the Rumanians were aware of the 
car’s presence it had swept the trench- 
es with machine gun fire and driven 
the defenders out in disorder. 

None of the German automobiles of 
this type used in Rumania has as yet 
been disabled or destroyed by oppo- 
nents. 

The chief advantage of the new au- 
tomobile, in contrast with the British 
machine, is that it can run at an aver- 
age speed of 25 milesgan hour, as con- 
trasted with the snail*like pace of the 
entente cars. It can make its way 
Over any road or even a field.

Commission on Sunday Observ- 
ance Reports to the Fed- 
eral Council. 


St. Louis, December 9.—A “five-day 
industrial week” was suggested and 
hoped for in the report of the commis- 
sion on Sunday observance submitts 
today at the quadrennial meeting.of the 
Federal Council of the Churches of 
Christ in America. The report reads: 

“In such times as these in which we 
live it would seem as if a five-dav in- 
dustrial week ought to be adequate to 
the making of a good living, and that 
two days might be given definitely to 
the making of a good life. As our hirh- 
er life does not consist in the abund- 
ance of the things that we possess, is 
it not reasonable for us to have two 
days of the week for rest, recreation, 
self-culture, social service and pwblic 
worship? We are told that this gen- 
eral question is receiving no little at- 
tention in the business and industrial 
world. 

“The toil and stress of six working 
days tempt thousands of good people to 
welcome the seventh as a day of rest 
and recreation, rather than a time for 
public worship and other Christian ac- 
tivities. The wonderful progress of 
science in the realm of physical forces 
and the rapid increase in the world’s 


possession of material goods and power 
are allowed to encourage forgetfulness 
of invisible and eternal riches. We 
need therefore to stop at stated times, 
in homes and churches, to think of God 
and immortality and exercise our faith 
in other and immaterial values—values 
that will last forever. But if our Sab- 
bath observance does not make us bet- 
ter Christians the other six days, there

Charleston, Ss. C., December 9.—At its | 


final meeting this afternoon the South- 
ern Athletic conference decided unanl- 
mously that in games between mem- 
bers of the conference the one-year 
rule will be observed, but in games with 
teams in the Southern Intercollegiate 
Athletic association it will not be ad- 
hered to, freshmen being permitted to 
play, if wanted. Dr. i‘ homas Bragg, 
of Auburn, was re-elected president of 
the conference; E. P. Frost, of the Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, vice president, 
and W. M. Randle, of Georgia Tech, 
secretary. 

The S. I. A. A. at its session today 
considerably modified the rules rela- 
tive to summer baseball. The text of 
the rules as amended follow: 

“Part One—A student after he has 
been in college one full year and has 
met the scholarship requirements of 
said institution for athletic eligibility, 
inay play summer baseball on any team 
he may elect, provided said team is not 
a member of a league operating under 
the terms of the so-called national 
agreement. 

“Part Two-—A student who has not 
been in college one full year, or who 
has not met the above scholarship re- 
quirements, shall be allowed to play on 
no other team than his home team, 
and then only for his actual expenses, 
which shall be paid only by the man- 
ager of the team. His home team shall 
be defined as any amateur team within 
the county where at the time of play- 
ing he has had legal residence for at 
least one year and is still a resident.” 

Lively Discussion. 

The discussion of the summer base- 
ball question was free and at times 
lively. Some of the delegates was in 


favor of stricter rules, whereas the‘ 


> 


amended rules give students more lati- 
tude than the rules heretofore opera- 


tive. The rules as adopted last year 


at New Orleans were declared to have 
been a compromise and the delegates 
favored making the rule positive. The 
four opposing colleges were the Cita- 
del, Clemson college> Wofford college 
and the College of Charleston. The vote

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A Woman Trapshot Who Is 
About the Best in the Land 


When it comes to shattering the elu- 
sive clays, Mrs. Ad. Topperwein comes 
pretty nearly being in a class by her- 
self. 

She is beyond all question the great- 
est of ali fair Diaftlas of the traps to- 
day, and is possibly the best trap-shot 
in the United States. 

That's quite a compliment and a great 
honor to pay anyone, especially a wom- 
an, when you take into cunsideration 
that there are more than 600,000 trap- 
shooters in the United States, but it 
is no more than Mrs. Topperwein de- 
serves. 

Year in and year out for a dozen of 
them she has shot at 8,000 to_ 10,0 
targets and has always compiled an 
average of better than 95 per cent, 
but on November 10 she accomplished 
the greatest feat of all her career when 
she pulverized 1,952 out of 2,000 tar- 
gets thrown in succession from the 
traps of the Montgomery (Ala.) Coun- 
try club. 

Not only did Mrs. Topperwein estab- 
lish a record for performance, but she 
also established records for endurance 
and for the greatest number of shots 
fired over the traps in one day by one 
shooter. Back in 1908, when she had 
been shooting four years, Mrs. Topper- 
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wein shot at 1,000 targets in San An- 
tonio, Texas, her home city, and broke 
961. It took her four hours and 35 
minutes to shoot at the thousand clay 
boys. It only took her five hours and 
20 minutes to shoot at the 2,000 tar- 
gets, of which three hours and 10 min- 
utes were spent in actual firing. Thus 
her improvement will be noted. 

No man has ever shot at 2,000 tar- 
gets in one day, and only one has shot 
at 1,000. He is J. W. Garrett, of Col- 
orado Springs, Col., and he broke four 


more targets than Mrs. Topverwein did | 


in 1908. In her magnificent perform- 


ance in Montgomery Mrs. Topperwein | 


used only one gun, weighing T* 
pounds, and did not rest a minute, de- 
spite the fact that the barrel of the 
gun became so warm a number of times 
that ice water had to be poured over it 
It was difficult to hold, and Mrs. Top- 
perwein suffered a blistered hand, but 
she was shooting better at the close 
than when she began. She broke 96 of 
the first 100 targets and 98 of the 
last 100. 

The lowest score she had in any 100 
was 95, and her average for the 2,000 
was a shade less than $8. She com. 
piled straight runs of 106, i11, 139 and 
280, which we might say,in conclusion 
is “some” shooting. =

Senator Thomas W. Hardwick will sup- 
port President Wilson’s program of 
railway legislation. He will go further 
and in addition to voting for a measure 
requiring investigation of disputes be- 


tween railway managers and employees | 


before a strike, he will advocate mak- 
ing a conspiracy to strike under such 
circumstances a punishable offense. 

While recognizing the right of an in- 
dividual workman to quit the employ- 
ment which is distasteful to him be- 
cause of wages, hours, or conditions of 
employment, he believes that congress 
should erect effective safeguards 
against the country’s transportation 
system being crippled by 4 -concerted 
strike. 

Senator Hardwick outlined his views 
while en route today to Athens, Ga., 
for the funeral of Representative Trib- 
ble. He recognizes that his bill will 
not be palatable to organized labor, but 
insists that if enacted it would simply 
place railroad managers and railroad 
brotherhood men on the same plane be- 
fore the law. 

A. B. Gaarretson, one of the four 
trainmen’s brotherhood leaders, stated 
recently that these organizations had 
the power to tie up the whole railway 
system of the country within an hour. 
Such power presents a menaceé to the 
country becatse of “the evil conse- 
quences it entails, with which congress 
must deal, said Senator Hardwick. 

More Power for Commission. 


The interstate commerce commission 
now has authority over railway rates 
and the enforcement of safety appli- 
ance and other laws relating to inter- 
state transportation by rail and water. 
They should have the same extensive 
authority over wages and hours and 
conditions of employment of labor, in 
the opinion of the group of senators 
who support Mr. Hardwick's view. 

“Personally, I favor what the presi- 
dent proposes, but ] would go further 
than he does,” said Senator Hardwick. 
“It is all right to appoint a commission 
to investigate the operation of the law 
and observe its operation, but I would 
give to the interstate commerce com- 
mission authority to pass on wages and 
hours of labor as they now pass upon 
the reasonableness of rates. This would 
be equally fair to labor and capital em- 
ployed in interstate transportation. 

“The next step is to make it possible, 
in the interest of the public and for 
the benefit of the people, to have our 
whole industrial system disrupted by a 
combination and conspiracy to quit 
work and tie up the transportation 
lines throughout the country. After an 
investigation discloses the facts and 
thev are known to all men, it should 
be made impossible for one party to the 
controversy to be able to overturn this 
finding. 

“For instance, there might exist some 
reason for a general strike. Until an 
investigation is had and the truth as- 
certained, the public does not know. 
But when the facts are ascertained the 
remedy should be applied regardless of 
whom it hits, and both sides should 
be compelled to abide by 

Matter Should be_

Advances in crude oil prices were 
made in several leading grades during 
the past week, carrying quotations to 
the highest actual figures in twenty 
years and to really tne highest level 
on record. The demand for oil has 
been increasing, and there has not been 
any corresponding increase in produc- 
tion in any part of the country, while 
in the east, where prices are at record 
levels, there has been a falling off in 
output for many years and there is 
little hope of a recovery in production. 
In the mid-continent fields, production 
is barely enough to keep pace with cur- 
rent demand, and with increasing con- 
sumption expected, it is probable that 
there will soon be a heavy drain on 
storage oil. Hence, it is believed that 
there will be a rapid advance in prices 
in the west in proportion to those 
'which have been made in the east. At 
jpresent quotations, mid-continent oil is 
about $1 a barrel below its due parity 
| with eastern grades of crude. There 
{have been several advances recently in 
gasoline prices, and it is believed that 
gasoline will go far higher in the next 
three or six months han it did at the 
highest point reached in the past year. 

‘the cost of living continues to ad- 
vance on every hand. Crude rubber 
has been advanced. Still higher prices 
are looked for on all kinds of paper 
and paper products. Meat prices are 
being marked up sharply. A new ad- 
vance in coal is predicted before the 
end of this month, and coal prices are 
expected to again reach tle levels of 
the flurry during November. Food- 
stuffs have come aown somewhat from 
the highest levels, mostly due to con- 
cérted action against the high prices 
which were artificially forced by spec- 
ulators and partly due to investiga- 
tions and threats of prosecutions.

There are many in- 
creases in wages being reported to 
compensate for this, and in the favored 
industries and business, where profits 
have been very large, there have been 
increases in Salaries, but there are 
many thousands of individuals through- 
out the country who have no means 
of getting increase in income, and they 
are being very hard hit by the current 
tendency of everything to take wings 
and soar aloft. <As there is practically 
no unemployment, and the willing 
worker in almost every community can 
find something to do, the increase in 
the cost of everything is not causing 
widespread misery as it would if em- 
ployment of many thousands, if not 
millions, of people was sporadic, as is 
ihe case in normal times.

“At the beginning of 1916 we had aj 


surplus of approximately 160,000,000 
bushels of wheat in the granaries and 
elevators of the United States. This 
surplus added to our 1916 production 
of 607,000,000 bushels gives us over 
100,000,000 bushels above domestic con- 
sumption this year. While it is likely 
that we will begin our 1917 harvest 
with empty granaries, we must not for- 
get that the warring nations have in- 
ereased their combined wheat area since 
the begifining of the war almost 20 per 
cent and this year’s production, taken 
as a whole, is 92 per cent of normal 
although it is 72 per cent below that 
of last year, which was an abnormal 
year. 
Bad Year for Wheat Farmers. 

“The wheat farmers of this country, 
taken as a whole, have had a bad year 
as the following statistics taken from 
the Crop Reporter, issued by the federal 
agricultural department, ‘show: The 
1916 wheat crop will bring the farmers 
in the United States at least $200,000,000 
less than the 1915 crop and $100,000,000 
less than the 1914 crop. In 1915 we 
harvested 59,989,000 acres of wheat, 
yielding 1,001,505,000 bushels, for which 
the farmer received $930,302,000. In 
1916 our acreage was reduced to 50,- 
871,000, yielding 607,000,000 bushels, and 
to date 75 per cent of the crop has been 
sold off the farms at an average price 
of $1.18 per bushel. 

Over-Production Disastrous. 

The ‘speculators may have made fabu- 
lous sums out of wheat this year, but 
not the farmer. The cotton farmer has 
fared better this year than ordinarily. 
We have had an unprecedented condi- 
tion of two short crops coming to- 
gether. Both this year and last year 
were 11,000,000-bale crops, while the 
average crop yield for the. past five 
years is 14,000,000 bales, and in 1914 
we produced more than 16,000,000 bales, 
The world war has caused no notice- 
able decrease in cotton acreage in for- 
eign lands. The yield of foreign cotton 
has for the past five years been run- 
ning around 8,000,000 bales per annum. 

“While it is the duty of the farmers 
to adequately supply the nation’s larder, 
over-production would visit upon the 
nation an unwarfanted talamity and 
the farmers should save the country 
from such a predicament. There is 
more poverty in 6-cent cotton and 59- 
cent wheat than in any condition that 
can be surmised. The greatest peril 
which confronts American agriculture 
today is abnormal increase in acreage 
and abnormal! yield of crops.”

J. M. Sanford Prepares In- 
teresting Data From His 
Observations at Piedmont 
Park and Presents Chart to 
Manager Cochran. 


A highly-interesting chart to lovers 
of birds and even to the laymen who 
have little scientific knowledge of the 
feather tribe has been prepared by 
J. M. Sanford, of the department of the 
chief of construction, showing the dif- 
ferent varieties of birds that have 
been seen by him in Piedmont park 


during the past year. 

The chart lists 110 totally different 
species and includes migrants, fall and 
winter and spring birds, and. resident 
birds. The chart has been carefully 
prepared by Mr. Sanford after close 
study of the birds in the park, and 
presented to J. O. Cochran with the 
student’s compliments. 

It shows that many kinds of birds 
which are supposed by numbers of 
people to be rare in this part of the 
country have been regular visitors to 
Atlanta during the past year. The 
chart will be of interest to ornitholo- 
gists and amateurs as well. 

All Kinds of Birds. 

The birds have been listed under 
two headings, fall, winter and spring 
birds, and spring migrants. Resident 
birds, winter resident and migrant are 
given under the first heading, while 
in the second the date of appearance 
is shown. 

Under the heading of resident are 
given the bluejay, crow, mourning 
dove, sparrow hawk, downy wood-, 
pecker, flicket, red-winged blackbird, 
chipping sparrow, field sparrow, red 
bird, towhee, loggerhead shrike, pine 
warbler, Maryland yellow throat, 
mockingbird, brown thrasher, Carolina 
wren, white-breasted nutthatch, tuft- 
ed titmouse, Carolina chickadee, red- 
headed woodpecker, redtailed hawk, 
turkey buzzard, cooper hawk, red- 
shouldered hawk, bobwhite. The res- 
ident birds remain all winker. 

The migrants in this list come in the 
fall, stay through the wint®r and leave 
in the spring. This list includes: Rob- 
in, killdeer, yellow-bellied sapsucker, 
phoebe, red-winged blackbird, mea- 
dowlark, purple finch, Savanna spar- 
row, wwhite-throated sparrow, song 
sparrow, swamp sparrow, junco or 
snowbird, cedar waxwing, myrtle war- 
bler, house wren, winker wren, brown 
creeper, gray-crested kinglet,red- 
crested kinglet, hermit thrush, blue- 
bird, kingfisher, vesper sparrow, 
American pipit, redbreasted mergan- 
ser, fox sparrow, purple grackle, scaup 
duck, pied bill grebe, sharp shinned 
hawk, rusty blackbird.

ATLANTA OWNS ZOO 
WORTH TEN THOUSAND 


There are exactly 158 animals, birds 
and reptiles in the zoo at Grant park 
and walking around the grounds, ac- 
cording to the figures tabulated by J. 
O. Cochran, manager of parks. 

The total valuation of the animals 
{is given in this schedule ak $10,400. 
Some of the animals and many of the 
birds have so little market value they 
have not been listed under this head 
in the report. Others have a high mar- 
ket value. The most expensive animal 
in the park is the big elephant, which 
is valued at $3,000. 

The list of Mr. Cochran reads like 
the pages of a zoological dictionary. It 
includes the names and habitat of each 
of the animals, with the method of 
their acquisition by the city, how long 
they have been in the park and exactly 
how much they are worth in money.

Georgia Highly Honored. 

Georgia was one of the twelve states 
honored on recognition night for hav- 
ing made a net gain in members during 
the year of over 500, the other states 
being Indiana, Montana, New York, 
Michigan, Nebraska, Missouri, New Jer- 
sey, Oklahoma, Texas, Maryland and 
Florida.

2. Equal political rights for men and 
women. 

8. The belief that society, in con- 
formity with God’s law, should main- 
tain a single standard of morals for 
mén and women. 

4. Belief in the wisdom of courts of 
national and international arbitration 
which shall banish wars from the 
world. 

5. Belief in a living wage and equal 
pay for equal services, in justice as 
opposed to commercial greed.

It makes a most delightful winter 
truise. The climate is delightful, al- 
wavs having a good breeze at night so 
that you ean sleep under a blanket. 

“The sugar lands bring an annual 
income of $30 to $40 an acre, and are 
held largely by the big sugar interests. 

“San Juan needs a tourist hotel,

How Brockton ‘House 
Doubles Its Money 
On Bale of Cotton 


When ¢he “Buy-a-Bale” movement 
was started in 1914 to relieve the eit- 
uation in the south, James Bdgar ocom- 
pany, of Brockton, Mags., requested H. 
Y. McCord, of the McCord-Stewart 


company, to purchase a bale for them. 

The bale was bought from ; 
Martin. a tenant farmer near Bllen- 
wood, Ga. on Octeber 8, 1914, for $50, 
the bale weighting exactly 500 pounds. 

October 11, 1916, an order was re- 
eeived to sejl, cotton having reached 
12 cents per pound, but when a re- 
quest was made for the warehouse re- 
ceipt, it was not forwarded, and the 
matter was passed for the time. 

On November 16, 1916, the warehouse 
receipt was forwarded to Mr. MoCord 
and an order to sell, which was done. 

The price received was 19% cents 
per pound, bringing $97.50. After in- 
surance and storage Was deducted 
there was net $91.25, a profit of $41.25 
on the investment of $50. 

When the cotton was placed in stor- 
age the bale weighed exactly 500 
pounds, and when sold the weight was 
the same, showing no deterioration, 

The ccktton was stored with W. G. 
Riordan. on Forsyth street, Atlanta, and 
this bale to the present is a record in 
profits to those who purchased at that 
time.

Here Next Friday 


Perhaps the most important musica] 
even in Atlanta’s season, with the ex- 
ception of her annual grand opera en- 
Sagement, and one which makes an 
even broader appeal than opera, is the 
approaching concert by John McCor- 
mack, the celebrated Irish tenor, who 
comes to the Auditorium next Friday 
night. It will be his first appearance 
in Atlanta, as he is making his first 
tour of the south, though he has sung 
for several seasons in the great cities 
of the east and west. 

No tenor since the “discovery” of 
Caruso years ago has created the fu- 
rore caused.by the rise of this young 
Irish singey who only a few years ago 
was unknown. Like Caruso, he. is 
Sifted with a voice of exceptional pow- 
er and beauty, and like Caruso he has 
perfected it by careful study and un- 
tiring work. There was a year or two 
ago considerable discussion in the mu- 
sical journals of the comparative mer- 
its of the two tenors, but most of the 
critics are agreed that each stands 
pre-eminent in his chosen field, Caruso 
in Italian opera and especially in dra- 
matic roles, and McCormack in lyric 
music for the concert stage. They can 
hardly be considered rivals. Indeed, 
they are the best of friends. With the 
coming of McCormack Atlanta will 
have heard almost all the really great 
Singers of the present decade.

THE BAN ON BOOZE. 


The Boston Journal says that members 
of the Massachusetts Liquor league have 
been urged to prevent their employees from 
attending the Billy Sunday revival meetings 
there, not because of fear of their conversion 
to the “dry” ticket side, but that they might 
try to “start something”’—in other words, 
“bawl Sunday out.” 

But the famous evangelist says he’s there 
to bawl booze out, and they can’t baw] him 
down. 

In this connection The Kansas City 
Times tells of the shutting of business doors 
on even the moderate drinker, and shows 
how the opportunities are narrowing for 
him all the time: 


The railroad won’t have him. The 
shop, the factory, the store do not want 
him; and now the drinking policeman 
and fireman must go. The mayor and 
city council of Joplin, Mo., decreed this 
week that city firemen and policemen 
who take even one drink, on or off duty, 
shall be discharged. The heads of the 
Chicago police department have just an- 
nounced that the man who does not drink 
will be given the preference over the 
man who does. James Couzens, million- 
aire Detroit police commissioner, an- 
sounene “Applicants for jobs must not 
drink.” 

Booze is on its last legs. 


In the workshops of the great industrial 
centers the ban on booze is understood and 
accepted as the law of business by all em- 
ployees. 

The applicant for employment is fully in- 
formed as to this; he is asked to read the 
rules governing the conduct of employees; 
if he can subscribe to them, well and good; 
if not, and he prefers the liberty of booze 
to business, there is no place for him; and 
there may be a long road to travel to a less 
exacting position! 

Even where no rules against drinking 
are posted there is the understanding that 
there is an unwritten law agaiust it. Busi- 
ness and booze don’t mix; they have parted 
company for good! 


TRAINING ARMY OFFICERS. 

The North Georgia Agricultural college 
at Dahlonega has been added to the list of 
state institutions throughout the country in 
which the military feature has been intro- 
duced or strengthened under the sanction of 
the war department, with a view to training 
prospective applicants for commissions in 
the United States army. 

This recognition lends important dis- 
tinction to this Georgia institution, which 
thus becomes one of only eleven schoolg in 
the entire United States belonging to the 
military college class, 1s graded and assisted 
by the national war department. 

Official notice of this recognition, effect- 
ive January 1, 1917, has just reached Dr. G. 
R. Glenn, president of the institution. It 
means that, beginning with the new year, 
the North Georgia Agricultural college will 
begin to prepare all students ‘who desire to 
take advantage of the opportunity to re- 
ceive on graduation officers’ commissions in 
the United States army. Acceptance of such 
commission is, of course, optional with the 
student upon the conclusion of his college 
course; but, in any event, the training re- 
ceived will be of a value far in excess of 
that which the institution has been able 
heretofore to provide. 

The large increase in the federal army, 
necessitated by the preparedness plans 
which congress has adopted, has made it 
necessary for the war department to devise 
ways and means other than those at its com- 
mand in the West Point military academy, 
for securing a sufficient number of properly- 
trained men to hold officers’ commissions. 
It was this necessity which led to the plan 
of introducing the military feature, under 
direct war department auspices, into a num- 
ber of qualified institutions the country over. 

The North Georgia Agricultural college 
has had a military feature for many years, 
but under this plan it is to be developed and 
extended to the point of practical service. 
The possibility of officers’ commissions 
ahead of its students will be an attractive 
one to the young men of Georgia. 

It is interesting and gratifying to know 
that Georgia had an institution which was 
able to qualify for this service under war 
department requirements. 


A LONG-NEEDED AWAKENING. 


Georgia, apparently, is upon the eve of 
that long-needed awakening to the impor- 
tance of law and order, which must be a 
vital factor in her social and industrial sal- 
vation. 

With the migration of negroes to the 
north and east and all that it threatens 
of agricultural injury, the press and people 
of the state have become more aroused 
than ever to the necessity of sentiment and 
action that will suppress the mob. 

* “If Georgia is injured, agriculturally and 
industrially, by the negro exodus, the white 
people here have no one to blame but them- 


selves,” remarks Editor J. L. Herring, of The | 


Tifton Gazette, in a well-considered editorial 
in which he touches the weak point of the 
whole situation. So directly and forceful- 
ly to the point is Editor Herring’s state. 
ment of the case, that The Constitution re 
produces it in full today. He continues the 
indictment of that inaction on the part of 
the white people which has permitted de- 
plorable lawlessness to exist: 


They 
Ivnched, 


have allowed negroes 
five at a time, on 
stronger than suspicion; they have al- 
lowed whole sections to be depopulated 
of them (notably, in several north Geor- 
gia counties); they have allowed them 
to be whitecapped and whipped, and their 
homes burned, with only the weakest and 
most spasmodic to apprehend or punish 
those guilty—when any efforts were 
made at all. 


The indictment is true, every word of it. 
The appeal to humanity, to fairness and 
justice and right, has been, apparently, with- 
out effect. It is unfortunate for the people 
of Georgia that an appeal to the pocketbook 
should be necessary to bring back the en- 
thronement of law; but if moral suasion 
is powerless, the question of personal in- 


to be 
nothing 


terest has entered, and in no uncertain 
degree. 

The trouble. incident to the migration 
of negroes from Georgia and the south is 
exactly as Editor Herring has stated, and 
as The Constitution has time and again put 
it before the people of this state. 

The one hopeful feature now is that the 
awakening has begun, even though it re- 
quired the prospect of an industrial crisis 
to bring it about. Newspapers all over 
the state have taken up the subject with 
a view to impressing the public mind with’ 
the business danger that confronts us. The 
moral viewpoint has been reinforced by the 
appeal of the dollar. 

If plants and plantations stand idle while 
markets are crying for their products, then 
communities will rise up to know why and 
to apply the remedy. 

There is no secret about what must be 
done, if Georgia would save herself from 
threatened disaster, which, in some sections, 
has already become serious. 

In the first place, there must be no 
more mobs. Mob and mob spirit must be 
eliminated completely, so completely that 
there will: be no danger of recurrence. If a 
negro be charged with a crime, even if it 
be known that he is guilty, he must be given 
the same fair treatment before the law 
that is accorded the white man. If any: 
thing, it would seem ignorance and child- 
ishness demand even more consideration 
than the crime which lacks that excuse. 

But more than that, we must be fair 
to the negro. There is no use in beating 
about the bush; we have not shown that 
fairness in the past, nor are we showing 
it today, either in justice before the law, 
in facilities accorded for education or in 
other directions. 

Argue it as you will, these things which 
we have not done are the things which we 
must do, or Georgia will suffer for it in 
proportion as she fails. Many Georgia coun- 
ties have already begun to feel the pres- 
sure and they are crying out. 

The awakening has been long in come 
ing, but the growing signs of it are the 
more gratifying. Let’s encourage it, bring 
it quickly. There is, perhaps, no single fac- 
tor that means more to Georgia’s future 
progress. 


MUNICIPAL PUBLICITY. 


B. G. Brumby, a well-known Marietta 
manufacturer, and one of the directors of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, ad- 
vances the interesting suggestion of a mu- 
nicipal “department of publicity,” connected 
directly with, and whose expenses shall be 
paid by, the city government. 

This is a civic service which, in many 
instances, is rendered by chambers of com- 
merce.or boards of trade, but there are lots 
of municipalities which, for one cause or 
another, do not maintain institutions of this 
kind. Marietta, among others, has made the 
attempt somewhat unsuccessfully. Writing 
to The Cobb County Times along the line 
of his suggestion, Mr. Brumby says: 


Why ie it not as much within the 
scope of our municipal government, as 
represented by our mayor and council, 
to create a “department of publicity” for 
the upbuilding of the city. as to sup- 
port our police, street, fire and other 
departments? We have a clerk of coun- 
cil, well paid, with ample time to act 
as secretary of such a department 
—young, aggressive and fully competent 
to carry out a campaign of publicity 
that would bring new industries and life 
to the community. 


Continuing his discussion of this excel- 
lent suggestion, Mr. Brumby points out that 
the department might be placed in charge 
of two or more members of council chosen 
from different lines of industry, with the 
mayor as ex-Officio chairman and the clerk 
as secretary. Funds to meet the expenses of 
the work might be drawn from the specific 
license or occupation taxes, and the knowl- 
edge that a portion of this money was to be 
used to promote the city’s interests and 
business growth, would materially reduce 
the complaint against such taxes when they 
are collected in the spring. 

A particular part of a city’s business is 
to grow, and it can only grow by attracting 
others, desirable citizens and investors, to 
it. To get them it is necessary to show 
them, to convince them that their interest 
lies in coming there. 

Why shouldn’t a live city, that has op- 
portunities to offer, tell about them, blow 
its own horn? When health and life and 
property are protected and education pro 
vided for, there isn’t a better investment 
that can be made than that which results 
in bringing in new and desirable citizens 
and enterprises. It is almost inconceivable 
that any taxpayer would object to a reason- 
able expenditure of city funds to accomplish 
the right sort of city growth. 

Municipal publicity well directed and of 
the right sort will prove a certain and 
valuable factor in the better building of any 
community.

City Experts. 

A recent meeting of mayors and city man- 
agers from all over the country in New 
York was full of interesting suggestions. 

Mayor Mitchel, in his opening address, 
made the following pertinent remarks: 

“You represent a new profession, which 
recognizes the necessity for specialization 
in municipal business. lts fundamental tenet 
is that municipal government is a business 
enterprise and not a political undertaking. 

“People never are governed any better 
than they desire or deserve to be. New 
York is getting really more than it deserves, 
Its people as a whole are uneducated in mu- 
nicipal government, but the improvement 
which has taken place here is a most hopeful 
sign that the sluggard is awakening. In 
fact, I regard it marvellous, in the face of 
the indifference or ignorance of so many of 
its people, that New York is as well gov- 
erned at it is. I have been more or less fa- 
miliar with municipal conditions here for 
many years, and one can see with half an 
eye that the personnel of the city depart- 
ments has been greatly changed and im- 
proved.” 

He urges the organization of a more 
simple form of government for the city 
of New York, saying that there are too many 
departments, and concluding with “the more 
simplicity the greater efficiency.”

| FIRST BRIDGE THAT WAS BUILT 


IN THE “CITY OF BRIDGES” 
Atlanta is known as a “City of Bridges.” 
It probably has more bridges, for its area in 
square miles, than any city in the south. 
The first bridge in Atlanta was built by 
the city in 1857. At that time a committee 
of citizens petitioned council to construct a 
bridge over what was then known as the 
Macon and Western railroad; so as to con- 
nect Peters and Whitehall streets. The city 
council appropriated the money and opened 
up what is now McDaniel street and a bridge 
was built over the railroad at that point. 
There is still a McDaniel street bridge. 
Since that time the city and the railroads 
have built bridges until now Atlanta has a 
good right to be called a “‘City of Bridges.”’ 


ST. PHILIP’S EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
HAS AN INTER RESTING HISTORY 

One of the most historical churches in 
Atlanta is St. Philip's Episcopal church, which 
is now known as the pro-cathedral of the dio- 
cese of Atlanta. 

The church was organized in 1847 in the 
office of the late Richard Peters. Samuel 
Mitchell deeded a lot at the corner of Wash- 
ington and Hunter streets to be used for 
church purposes. 

The first rector was Rev. J. J. Hunt, a mis- 
sionary, who divided his time between Jones- 
boro and Marthasville, as Atlanta was then 
known. The first regular rector was J. W. 
Zimmer. The rectors who followed were Rev. 
A. F. Freeman, Rev. C. W. Thomas, Rev. 
Coley, Rev. R. W. D. ElHott, Rev. R. @C. 
Foute, Rev. Dr. Armstrong, Rev. Byron Hol- 
ley, Rev. Fonston, Rev. T. C. Tupper, Rev. 
Albion W. Knight, Rev. Dr. Pise, Rev. Dr. 
AtKinson and the present rector, Dr. Thomas 
H. Johnston. 

The church edifice suffered greatly when 
the federal army entered Atlanta in 1864. The 
first services after the war were held by 
Bishop BPliiott, and it is stated that the only 
prayer book he could find to use was what 
was known as the “Irish form.” General 
Meade, and many of the federal army offi- 
cers, attended the church during the recon- 
struction period. Through the efforts of Gen- 
eral Meade and his wife, $3,000 were raised 
with which to purchase an organ. The orig- 
inal frame building is now used as a Sunday 
school room. 


PIONEER PHYSICIANS WHO LIVED 
IN ATLANTA BEFORE THE WAR 

The recent gathering in Atlanta of physi- 
cians of the south and other sections of the 
nation has caused some of the older citizens 
to recall the names of Atlanta’s pioneer 
hysicians. The physicians who lived in At- 

nta during the war are still remembered 
with love by many of the families of the city.

“INFERIOR COURT” ORGANIZED 
IN 1854 AND ABOLISHED IN 1868 

Fulton county once had what was known 
as the “Inferior Court.” It was organized 
in 1854 and abolished in 1868. There was a 
superior court, as there is now, and the in- 
ferior court was organized to transact such 
legal business as now comes within the prov- 
ince of the city court. The city court was 
established, after the inferior court was 
abolished, in 1871. 

The first judges of the inferior court were: 
Julius A. Hayden, Stephen Terry and Cc. H. 
Strong. They were succeeded by Samuel] 
Walker, James Donehoo, Clark Howell, 8. C. 
Elam, Z. A. Rice, C. R. Hanleiter, E. M. Talia. 
ferro, P. Owen, Perino Brown, J. A. Simmons, 
Columbus M. Payne, C. C. Green, Dan. P. 
Ferguson and William Watkins. All of these 
men were noted and prominent lawyers in 
their time. 


RICHARD PETERS WAS PIONEER 
STOCK RAISER IN GEORGIA 


In this day, when there is so much dis- 
cussion about Georgia’s future as a stock 
raising state, it may be well to note that 
the pioneer in this industry was the late 
Richard Peters. It was he who introduced 
Jersey cattle into the state and who did much 
to promote agricultural interests. The first 

reate state fair, in 1850, was made a success 
Ee Mr. Peters’ efforts. In this connection I 
quote the following statement which was 
made some years before his death by Wash- 
ington J. Houston, one of the pioneers of 
Atlanta: ‘ 

“The fair of 1850 was a grand success 
in every particular, made 80 by the great in- 
terest manifested in it by our valued towns- 
man, the Hon. Richard Peters.

White People Have Only 
, Themselves to Blame for 
Running the Negroes Out 


(From The Tifton cere te ; 

Ocilla Star: We are astonishe oo, to 
learn that one of the reasons for this unrest 
among the negroes who were born and reared 
that all negroes are to be 
run out of Georgia. This idea, of course, 
has been planted in the minds of the simple- 
minded of the race by the crafty and unscru- 
pulous labor agents who have operated in 


n of the state. 
see rt or The negroes have this 
idea from the fact that there are localities 
in the state right now where a negro cannot 
live. And we do not know of any body that 
is doing anything to change this condition. 

Labor agents are doing their best to put 
the fear into the hearts of negroes in this 
state that they are going to be run out by 
the white people, some of them even fixing 
the time as next June. But this work begun 
long before the negro exodus north was 
thought of. The example of one county in 
north Georgia, which ran every negro out, 
was followed by other counties adjoining, and 
the general public has little idea how wide- 
spread the contagion became—for lawlessness 
is nearly always contagious. 

Tift county is'nearly three hundred miles 
from Cherokee, Ga., where the whitecappers 
did their work, yet plots to run the negroes 
out of this county assumed such tefinite 
shape that the authorities were able to take 
action and the project was nipped in the bud. 
We presume that what was true in Tift was 
equally true in many other counties all over 
the state. So the labor agents have a basis 
of truth to work on. 

If Georgia is injured, agriculturally and 
industrially, by the negro exodus, the white 
people here have no one to blame but them- 
selves. They have allowed negroes to be 
lynched, five at a time, on nothing stronger 
than suspicion; they have allowed whole 
sections to be depopulated of them; they have 
allowed them to be whitecapped and whipped, 
and their homes burned, with only the weak- 
est and most spasmodic efforts to apprehend — 
or punish those guilty—when any efforts 
were made at all. 

Has not the negro been given the strong- 
est proof that he has no assured right to live, 
to own property nor to expect justice in Geor- 
gia? Many of those already gone north 
others who contemplate going, have had these 
facts laid before them—and decided to leave 
only because they thought they would be run 
out next June, 

The offense against the negro arose from 
various motives. A foolish idea that publie 
sentiment expects mob violence when a nexro 
is accused of a capital offense against one 
of the white race; a certain strata of law- 
lessness that is ingrained in too many human 
breasts; the thoughtlessness of youth, in- 
flamed by race prejudice; and last, but great- 
est of all, a desire on the part of an ele 
ment among the white laboring class to re 
move the negro, under the mistaken idea that 
they would take his place in a measure anu 
that wages would be higher. 

But whatever the motive, the great mass 
of the peopie of the south are to blame for 
the negro exodus because they have permit* 
ted these things to be—have allowed wrones 
perpetrated and crime to go unpunished be- 
cause the victims were black. 

Until these things are changed, it is per- 
haps as well that the negroes go. Contact 
with people north will give them a better 
understanding and appreciation of the peo- 
ple of the south. This contact will also give 
the people of the north a better understand- 
ing of the negro and the problem with which 
southern people have struggled for half a 
century. Out of a better understanding will! 
come a greater good for all concerned. 

When the negro is gone, his loss will be 
felt in every large agricultural Bection and 
every industrial community of the south. For 
the average white man cannot do the heavie: 
work at the saw mills, naval stores plants 
and in many lines of manufacture that is now 
done by the negro. Asa consequence, these 
plants and many large plantations must stand 
idle or import a class of white labor that 
will be a .great deal worse than the blaek 
And then, when it is too late, the people of 
the gouth will have driven home to them the 
fact that the negro is the best Class of la- 
bor of its kind in the world And the very 
sheomeeiaas an white men who are now 
c r 6 negro to m ~~ 
they think that they ‘will niall pcm 
and higher wages, will find themselves con 
fronted with cheaper white labor, and white 
men of a race of which they have no under. 
standing. Then, indeed, will the south have 
its labor problems, 

But at present, it seems little can be done 
Unless southern white people who have thei) 
all invested in agriculture or manufacturing 
take care of their own interests by seeing 
that the negro gets justice when suspected 
and a fair trial when accused, and its as- 
sured that so long as he behaves he will be 
guaranteed safety of life and property, it ix 
perhaps as well to let the negro go. It wil| 
mean an industrial revolution for the south 
but the present condition of affairs has he.

North Georgia Agricultural 
School to Fit Students for 
Commissions in U. S. Army 


Dr. G. R. Glenn, the president of the North 
Georgia Agricultural college, has just re- 
ceived official notice that an assistant to 
the commandant is on his way to join the 
college, and on January 1, 1917, military in- 
struction will begin that will prepare al! 
students who desire to do so to accept on 
graduation commissions in the United States 
army. 

Under the act of July 2, 1862, commonly 
called the Morrill act, certain colleges have 
been supplied with government funds, arms, 
ammunition and trained instructors. Under 
the new act of June 8, 1916, some of these 
colleges will in addition have the follow- 
ing advantages: (1) Uniforms for all stu- 
dents beginning July 1, 1917. (2) Commuta- 
tion of rations for juniors and seniors. (3) 
Periodical camping trips, tentage, equipment, 
rations and travel, pay supplied by the gov- 
ernment. (4, Optional) Six months’ post- 
graduate course as a student officer in the 
United States army with $100 per month pay. 
(6, Optional and conditional on examina- 
tions) Commission in the United States army 
with a salary of $1,700 per year and allow- 
ances. 

There are very few schools in the United 
States that are able to take advantage of 
these opportunities offered by the govern- 
ment. With the large increase in the army 
there will be required a large number of 
commissioned officers. The war department 
is using every means possible to attract 
competent young men into the service, The 
failure of the war department to get these 
men is not due to lack of salary attraction 
($1,700 a year and liberal allowances and 
an increase with service and promotion) but 
it is due to a lack of trained and competenr 
material. 

Dahlonega is now to become a training 
school where men are to be turned out eli- 
gible for this service whether they desire 
to accept it or not. If the student decides 
on graduation not to enter the army, but to 
become an educator or a lawyer, or a cap 
tain of industry, his training will still have 
great practical value, because he will have 
become not only a military expert, but he 
will have a training that will make him an 
efficient leader in any walk in life.

When the question came before the 
legislature, “must Georgia have a high- 
way commission?” the committee on 
old trails, realizing that fifty million 
dollars to be spent by «he United States 
mean billions of dollars in increased land 
values, improved facilities for market- 
ing crops, quickene? channels of in- 
dustry and trade and widened oppor- 
tunities for educational and = svcial 
progress, wrote letters asking the 
house to stand for legislakion creating 
a non-political state highway commis- 
sion. Georgia is to be congratulated 
on having secured the cOluussivon.

The Dixie highway, whose numelous 
branches are now winding their way 
through Georgia, follows many of the 
Old stage-coacnh roads that once blos- 
sonied with romance and crosses nul- 
bers of Indian paths that are full of 
history. Many miles of the Dixie bigh- 
way are marked with the olficial read 
signs, but the old «rail roads that are 
crossed by this great highway are 
Waiting their time of recognition anda 
attention. The stage-coach roads that 
ran to the dilfrerem towns and villages 
in Georgia can easily be traced now, 
but if we wait too long to mark them, 
the time will come when a veil of un- 
certainty will obscure their real iden- 
tity. The old roads that are unused 
are easily forgotten, and it is those 
that should receive atttention first. 
Georgia’s historic roads should 
marked with a subst:.ntial sign post, 
the cost of which would be small in- 
deed compared to the aid they would 
be in preserving t*se annals of the 
state. 

The first paths through the state 
were scarcely two feet wide, and were 
made by the soft-moccasined feet of 
the tawny savages as they 
lently, in Indian file through the for- 
est. These paths we:e soon deepened 
and worn bare by the heavy cowhide 
shoes of the white settlers, while oth- 
ers were formed by the slow tread of 
domestic cattle, the best of all path- 
makers. Some important trading paths 
can still be tiaced, and efforts are now 
being put forward to trace them. 

Famous, Trading Path. 

A famous old trading path is the one 
leading out irom Rugseil county, Ala- 
bama. 
naimed for Timothy 
blood chief of the Creek Indians. This 
Path had its beginning near Uchee 
creek, in Alabama. It passed Fort

The path was not for com- 
mercial purposes alone, but was the 
channe] through which laws were com- 
municated and mess*vges from other 
settlements carried. 

The old trails road committee has a 
great work before it, and with the 
combined efforta of the state, Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution, it is 
possible for all history pertaining to 
the old trails and highways be collect- 
ed and markers place’1 for their pres-

One of the hobbies of Mrs. Logan Pitts, chairman of civics from the BeV- | 


enth district, has been the agitation of a movement for better motion pictures. 
So earnest was she, that, in response to her request, Dr. Cranston Brenton, 
chairman of the National Board of Review, came from New York to discuss 


this subject before the recent state convention in Macon. 
The following is an interview with Dr. Brenton which Mrs. Pitts secured 


for publication on our club page: 


“Moving pictures are going to 8

people at the bottom. Without happi- 
ness and inspiration being accessible to 
those upon whom the social burden 
rests most heavily, there can be no 
stable social system. Revolutions are 
born of misery and despatr. 

“Cheapness wa's and still is the orig- 
inal virtue of the movies. As long as a 
ticket stays around the price of a drink 
the saloon has to reckon with the first 
rival that ever has been able to com- 
pete with it and beat it. Men crave 
excitement, something to lift them out 
of the ordinary. Whisky ministers to 
these natural destres through the 
physical appetite, the movies through 
the next higher avenue, the mental ap- 
petite. 

“But while moving pictures are the 
poor man’s theater, enormous capital 
has been invested to make this in- 
expensive pleasure available to him. 
There are around 18,000 moving pic- 
ture theaters in the United States, tak- 
ing in from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 in 
daily admissions, or some $300,000,000 
annually, at a conservative estimate. To 
supply these theaters with films, the 
producers and manufacturers and dis- 
tributors have invested a capital as 
huge as that of the anthracite coal 
business, runninig up into hundreds of 
mi‘itions of dollars. They are said to 
be the fifth industry in the country 
in point of magnitude. 

“It may be assumed that the period 
of initial expansion in the movie busi- 
ness has been about finfshed, and that 
from now on the main eforts will be 
directed to making improvements and 
systematizing the distribution of films. 
In other words. we are at the most 
eritical point in the development of mo- 
tion picture drama. It is as we meet 
the problem of this stage of develop- 
ment that we will set free a great and 


beneficent art for incalculable good, 
or cripple it for years to come. 
A Real Problem. 

“The problem is a real one. It con- 
cerns 15 per cent of the audiences who 
attend the movies who are below 16 
years of age. Now the movies were not 
made exclusively for children. They 
were made for the adult $5 per cent of 
the people who support them. Conse- 
quently some things in them are not 
proper for children to see, and many 
things are of debatable propriety, to

the least. We are faced, then, with 
this situation: either we must force the 
fifth industry of the country to pro- 
duce moving pictures for 15 per cent of 
its clientele, in other words, for chil- 
only, or we must get it to set 
apart that portion of its product which 
is entirely suitable for children, in pro- 


to the! grams where they may go to see it. 


“The absurdity and viciousness of the 
is patent. To begin 
with, there is irreconcilable difference 
of opinion as to what is suitable for 
children, and you may be sure that 
when it came te destroying the crea- 
tions of authors and artists and pro- 
ducers, any human being worthy the 
name would make the principles of se- 
lection as inclusive as possible. Such 
censorship as that never would satisfy 
the people who now clamor for gov- 
ernment censorship as .a cure-all. In 
the second place, if we should be so 
unhappy as to get the kind of censors 
these well-meaning but mistaken peo- 
ple want, and if these censors could 
legally override the storm of public 
anger that would follow upon their 
making of the great drama of the peo- 
ple a Sunday school entertainment, and 
if any government would dare keep 
such censors in business five minutes 
after the people demanded their dis- 
missal—all of which, of course, i's mani- 
festly impossible—then it would be 
good night to the most humanizing 
and socializing of all arts: There would 
be no attraction in it for writers and 
actors and producers, no money in it 
for manufacturers, distributors and ex- 
hibitors. We should have no more 
moving picture problems because there 
would be no moving pictures to go to 
‘see, and we, the public, would be the 
losers, lamentably and irreparably the 
losers. 

“Happily, such a catastrophe as this 
canmmot occur in a healthy democracy 
such as ours, and the public has al- 
ready normally and quite naturally 
protected itself through the establish- 
ment of the NatiOnal Board of Review 
of Motion Pictures, composed of 225 
public-spirited and representative citi- 
zens, residing in all sections of the 
country. This group has the co-opera- 
tion of leading organizations which are 
working for social improvement on a 
national scale. 

‘Tn the last 10 years, motion pictures 
have grown to be the chief theatrical 
entertainment for children, because of 
their inexpensiveness and because they 
can be seen in the daytime. But the 
pictures shown in the ordinary motion- 
picture theater are made primarily for 
adults, with no thought of what chil- 
dren like or need. Often they present 
themes and idea's which you, as moth- 
ers, have every reason to think may 
have a harmful effect on your children. 

“Boys and girls enjoy clean fun. and 
lively stories, with plenty of thrill and 
action. Their imaginations are keen, 
their fancies alert, their ideals high. 
They are satisfied with simple stories 
and they do not want or need the 
heavy, intricate problems that interest 
maturer minds. 

Where Responsibility Lies. 

“Who are responsible for the kind of 
pictures children have to see? 

“We, the parents and friends of chil- 
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, will provide for it. 
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dren, and nobody else. We are respon- 
sible because we have not taken the 
trouble to realize that all pictures are 
not suitable for al! ages. hat is in- 
structive and inspiring to an adult 
mind may be just the opposite to a 
child. The adult and child should be 
treated separately when their needs are 
considered. 

“We cannot blame producers of pio- 
tures for assuming that their audiences 
want adult pictures, any more than we 


Boat blame our laws for not providing 


that no pictures shall be shown that 
are unsuitable for children. Producers 
are in the business to give the public 
what it wants. Some of them have lost 
a great deal of money trying to provide 
special pictures for children. They now 
feel that there must be a special de- 
mand before they try again. If they 
fee] the pressure of such a demand they 
It is your respon- 
sibility to create that demand and to 
make it felt. 

“That demand has already begun to 
grow. The national board has seen a 
very definite tendency to discriminate 
between pictures suited to adults and 
pictures suited to children. It has 
studied the tastes and needs of the 
average American boy and girl; it has 
sought skilled advice and formulated 
principles for the selection of films 
that satisfy those tastes and needs. It 
suggests live and entertaining themes 
to manufacturers. It arranges plans 
for the use of good pictures in local 
theaters. It presents a sensible pro- 
gram to you who have the interests of 
the child at heart. It is doing every- 
thing it can to increase the demand 
that, by making manufacturers produce 
available films, will solve the whole 
problem.”

To one who would, who must, run 
the gamut of all England's sufferings 
and questionings, who lives not too 
smugly in our war-free democracy, 
as Americans with a sense of respon- 
sibility must be living, to one who is 
eager to be clarified in the bubbling, 
ee pot, is H. G. Wells to be rec- 
ommended. 

Quietly at Matching’s Easy live Mr. 
Britling and his democratic household. 
Playing hockey, fancy dressed dances, 
all the many family feskivities which 
the Europeans enjoy so0 much more 
than the pleasure-seeking American 
who must leave the home for his pas- 
times—to these work-and-play yt eee 
with their foibles, their loves and their 
prejudices (both individual and na- 
tional) comes the far-off sound of the 
cannon with the suddenness and un- 
expectedness of the battle of Water- 
loo swooping down upon that same 
Belgium's capital.” 

The incredibility of so monstrous a 
possibility as war, war, the causes of 
which the German press is still trying 
to explain, stuns Matching’s Easy into 
a dumbness that is not without con- 
sciousness. This condition is not al- 
together relieved until the Zeppelin 
raid which Visits its disaster. much as 
Kipling’s tale, “Swept and Garnished,” 
upon the keen-visaged, unattach 
middle-aged kinswoman, so often foun 
in the English household. 

While the sense of doom is rung 
so subtly, but withal so persistently 
throughout the phases of Mr. Britling’s 
life and mind, and in the individual 
consummation ig so poignant and so 
full of that irony we call poetic jus- 
tice, that scalding tears run down our 
cheeks, we know that we weep for 
England, for invincible (Mr. Wells’ ad- 
jective) France, for Belgium, for Ser- 
bia, aye, even for Germany’s sons, 
whose destruction the kaiser and his 

litter of sons’ (again H. G. W.) has 
ordered through that same scheme of 
things whereby Germany could have 
brought to the nation’s great social 
and economic gains and a mighty unity 
of peoples instead of unimaginable de- 
struction and carnage. 

But please do not let these few in- 
adequate words do more than plead 
win ee to come through the fire with 
Mr. ritling, cauterized by it instead 
of maimed and scarred: come to the 
end of the 450 intense pages, see the 
handwriting on the walil— 


“Hugh—Hugh—My dear 
Hugh—Honesty—Blood, 
And make an end to them” 


with an unconquerable lump in your 
throat, and feel, not only feel hut 
Know, that standing by is the Master, 
the “Captain of Mankind.” 

And Wells says: 

“It was as if there was nothing but 
morning and sunshine in the world.

Conservation Committee Report 


Suggests Outline of Work 


The report of the conservation com- 


mittee at the annual meeting in Macon 
was as follows: 

Conservation is no longer an empty 
word, but has come to mean just thie: 
Conserving all natural resources, water, 
minerals, coal—all that springs from 
the soil—forests, food for ourselves and 
for the animals and birds. Alli this for 
material health and wealth—and then, 
for nature is prodigal in good gifts, 
natural scenery is to oe conserved—a 
need no legs vital; the inspiration of 
the hills, the play of waterfalls, the 
restfulness of quiet lakes, all the grace 
and greenery of God’s handiwork. 

Your chairman asked each district 
to stress the following phases of con- 
servation: The planting of trees and 
shrubs, study of soils, protecting of 
birds. 

Reports have come to me from the 
districts listed: Second, fourth, seventh, 
eighth, ninth, tenth and eleventh. In 
some instances little was undertaken, 
but in moet cases excellent work was 
accomplished. 

30,000 Children Studying. 

The report from the eighth district, 
Miss Annie lLIane, chairman, shows 
that 80,000 school children in her dis- 
trict are studying birds, bugs, trees, 
soils and their great importance to man- 
kind. Miss Lane, trough her congress- 
man, has obtained literature for dis- 
tribution. She has also used the press 
of Georgia for a publicity campaign. 
I quote from her report: 

“T visited the large rpaper mills in 
North Carolina, where 3,000 men work- 
ed daily, making paper from trees, and 
the people of the eighth district can 
now se'l all the cotton stal«s and corn 
stalks to this southern mill as there is 
a demand for them. The postal cards 
for ‘United States of America’ are made 
in this mill.” 

In the ninth district, Mrs. Allman, 
chairman, attended twelve club meet- 
ings, helping with the conservation 
programs. Mrs. Allman organized a 
Juvenile Conservation Bird club at Jef- 
ferson. She reports that 7rah loner 
has done good work, especially in pre- 
serving holly trees—thinga of beauty 
and bird-feeders as well. This has also 
been stressed in the sixth district. 


Several of the districts reporting 


have established plant exchanges: this 
has been done in Augusta and Rome. 


Review of the Year. 


As I review the year’s work there is 
much that is encouraging, and many 
Plans show definite results secured. 
Therefore, may I ask each district 
president, if she has not already a con- 
servation chairman, that she appoint 
one at once, and let me know her name 
and address? 

Your own chairman has sent litera- 
ture to each district, has written let- 
ters suggesting phases of conserva- 
tion to be stressed and has given such 
information as she deemed useful and 
helpful. The subject is so new that 
she has had to inform herself before 
She could be of much benefit to the 
various district chairmen. 

I beg to appoint the following for 
our work in the coming year: 

First: That Bird day, April 3, be 
observed. 

Second: That you interest your par- 
ent-teacher organizations and all school 
children in learning what our native 
resources are, and what it ‘will mean 
both from an economic and also an aes- 
thetic standpoint to conserve rather 
than neglect or destroy our natural 
resources, 

Third: That you will make a study 
of what is called ‘planning.’ We know 
the need of city planning, the need of 
rural planning is if anything more im- 
portant. Cowpaths laid out the city 
of Boston—first steps, then, mean 
everything to the future beauty and 
utility of our home towns. See that 
every place, town, village and county 
is made as beautiful as possible and 
as livable and practical at the same 
time. 

Fourth: Study your own district and 
find out what is most in need of con- 
servation to be of greater service to 
your own people. The possibilities are 
absolutely unlimited and we must not 
be blind to them. 

Finally, let me thank each and every 
chairman for her earnest work and 
our beloved president for her sympathy 
and co-operation, and the district presi« 
dents for their kind interest in this 
phase of federation work.

The department stores had to make 
very much the same rule, and in nearly 
every case every bit of the work, which 
was guaranteed, had to be sent away. 

Of an expert in the line in one of the 
stores I asked the question, “Is there 
anvone in the city you would recom- 
mend for the work?” 

“I do not hesitate to recommend one 
young woman I know,” he replied, but 
I will not assume the responsibility. 
I give you the address and you can 
give her the work.” But he, the ex- 
pert, would not say the work would be 
done satisiactori'y. In ov.ker wofds, he 
would not stand for the standard of 
the work. 

In another department store, the head 
of the deartment in this line said: ‘““‘The 
young woman we have had here has 
had a class of women v-orkers for 
some time. She has been most patient 
in instructing them, and tnere is no 
reason why they shouid not learn, yet 
she cannot ‘rust cny one oi. them to do 
expert work. Maybe out of a dozen 
towels, ior instances, the motcvgram em- 
broidered on five will be acceptable, 
and then the others are donc in hurried, 
unsatisfactory fashion.” 

This testimony is reliable, and yet 
to this office come applicants every 
day from voung women who think 
they want to do good hand-work. 

This same complaint of lack of ef- 
ficiency comes from every department 
where labor of the hand is required. 
People are willing to work, but they are 
not ambitious to learn to Go good work.

the meaning of efficiency, and yet an 
attitude that would indicate “you ought 
to be willing to pay for tne work any- 
way.” 

Extreme sensitiveness prevalls among 
young women who think they wish to 
work, and when the effort is made to 
instruct them they resent it. They re- 
gard as “menial” certain features of 
work which are almost a part of the 
art of it. For instance, one of the 
first things women who do fine handi- 
work must learn is to press or even 
launder the work before it is presented 
as finished. That process is necessary. 
Yet many women seem to think that 
to launder a lace-edged handkerchief 
would be in some way menial, On the 
other hand, the grand damnies of’ olden 
time thought so much of their dainty 
possessions they scarcely entrusted 
them to their personal maids to do un- 
til they, the grand dames, first taught 
the maids how to do it. 

In ye olden time it would have been 
very bad form to have appeared with 
a dainty handkerchief which was not 
properly laundered. Now the idea of 
some ladies is that the soiled handker- 
chief would be more ladylike than for 
the owner herself to see that it were 
properly laundered! 

Women of this section and this coun- 
try might as well understand that if 
they do not express their talents in the 
arts and crafts as experts; that if they 
do not furnish the market with what 
the market calla for, there is going to 
come a time when they will find them- 
selves pushed out of the opportunity by 
the forelgn woman, whe is going to 
build up her fences everywhere after 
this cruel war is over which is depriv- 
ing her of her all. 

THE EXPERT 
WORKER. 

She can do the expert embroidery. 
She is patient and willing to do it. 
She does not consider it menial to do 
anything with her hands which is hon- 
orable, and she wants to be dealt with 


‘in a business way rather than as an 


object of philanthropy. She does ‘not 
want you to buy her work and pity her 
because it is poorly done. No, she wants 
to do it right so that she will get an- 


other order. 

I do not and can not understand what 
seems to be the lack of ambition on 
the part of the women of this section 
to work well. There is the greatest 
desire on the part of all women to 
work, Those that do not have to do it 
are frequently sentimentally telling 
you they wish they had something to 
interest them! While the women who 
actually have to work, to earn their 
living, long for the daily life in the 
home rather than their existence in the 
office or business institution, there are 
women leaving the homes they have 
and taking every opportunity to spend 
much of their time in public places, on 
the streets, in the shops—anywhere but 
home! 

And this is not the case merely with 
the leisure women who are supposed to 


| 


represent all that is idle and worldly, 
but it prevails so much among women 
who really owe it to their homes to 
remain there more than they do; to 
look after the interests of that home 
and their own. Why, it is a remark- 
able fact that’ in many homes now 
where the man is struggling to pay for 
it that he may have it, the man and 
the woman do not take more than one 
meal a day in that home together. 


The man leaves in the m 
gets what he can find, on™ 
slip-shod servant may pre” 
hurriedly, because the lady of 
house is “dieting” or takes her. coffee 
in her room. Then she goes o and 
he and she both take their luncheon 
somewhere uptown, invariably in dif- 
ferent places. He works all the after- 
noon and she does what she pleases. 
The servant looks after the children 
when they come home from school, and 
maybe they get the right thing. Maybe 
the husband comes home for hfs even- 
ing meal. But there is no use dwell- 
ing on this phase of the domestic prob- 
lem. It is only a phase of general in- 
efficiency, 


They do not seem to see what they 
would get out of being efficient at 
home; how much it would mean if they 
stayed home and looked after things. 
Yet they thought they wanted to marry 
and be good wives and preside over 
homes. They did not want that, after 
all, it would seem. Or if they did they 
are getting away from their part of 
the bargain. 


However, it is for the woman wh 
has no home, no one to support he 
even in the neglected home, that this 
problem of inefficent work must be 
reckoned with now. The time has 
come now when the expert work is 
being demanded, and the woman who 
does not realize it is going to find her 
lot a hard one in the very section 
which is her heritage. 


Prosperity is going to tncrease the 
demand for good work of all kinds. 
People have the money to pay for it, 
and they are not going to pay for the 
bad work of the native woman when 
they can get good work done by an- 
other woman, whether she is born on 
this side of the water or gets here 
some way from astricken Belgium, 
heroic France, enslaved Germany, or 
from thrifty England. 

There never was a time when wom- 
en who have brains must use them and 
when the brain entered more geurely 
into handiwo:k. 

THE WORK OF 
THE TEACHER. 

And there never was a time when 
the teacher had a greater work to per- 
form, especially in the common schools, 
for our people need to have so many 
of their ideals changed. They need 
first to be given a correct idea of what 
work means in the highest sense. They 
must be made to understand the rela- 
tion of work to self-development first 
and foremost. The popuiar idea of 
work now is one which savors more of 
anarchy than anything else. Too many 
have the idea that work means their 
doing what they please for some man 
or woman who can afford to pay them 
the wage they, the indifferent work- 
ers, think they ought to have, 

According to the wealth of the man, 
not the efficiency of the worker, the 
latter think wage should be regulat- 
ed. While these workers, both men 
and women, talk about their pride and 
what they will stoop to do or not to 
do, they demand wage for work they 
can not do, and do not try to do, and 
thus place themselves in the most 
menial of attitudes.

Outside of being loved, being valued, being 
exploited, they had no existence. Talk of ‘‘the submerged tenth!’’ 
—they have been the submerged half. ‘‘Feminism’’ is their 
emergence. ) 

Women are coming out, coming up, coming. forward, by 
millions and millions. 

What is the nature of this movement? 

It is as manifold as modern life, and as simple as any other 
process of nature. Women are going through, in a century or so, 
swiftly, and in large measure voluntarily, the same steps of social 
progress which men have been struggling through in hundreds of 
thousands of years. 


Man’s Mistakes and Successes. 


We have to thank men for all their magnificent achievements in 
this long period of social evolution; for all their inventions, discov- 
eries, manufactures; for art and science, religion, education, and 
polities—as we find them. 

We have to blame men for an unconscionable delay in all this; 
for spending ninety-nine-hundredths of their time in fighting over 
what they made, invented, and discovered; and for saddling the 
vrowing world with huge unnecessary evils, such as war, intemper- 
ance, and prostitution. 

We have to thank men for all the loving kindness, the wise 
helpfulness, the justice and gener@sity which have been given to 
wonien: and we have to blame men for a long black record of rank 
injustice, cruelty, and the most violent and unfair opposition to 
every step of woman's upward progress. 

Feminism covers each of these steps. 

It is the movement for education of women, for higher educa- 
tion of women, for professional and industrial education of women 
and for their full economic independence. : 

It covers the physical vigor and freedom now allowed our girls, 
their mental activity, their larger moral influence, the new demand 
for chastity in men that they may be fit for nobler fatherhood. 

It includes the suffrage movement as one of its manifestations, 


and is clearly expressed in the enormous growth of woman’s clubs

and societies, federated into world organizations. 

This steady forging ahead of women has been necessarily ob- 
served from the beginning. It was no hole and corner enterprise. 
Every w@man who so arose and expanded ‘‘made herself conspicu- 
ous’’—at first. She who was supposed to be utterly out of sight, and 
out of mind, unless wanted; she whom the oriental husband desig- 
nates as ‘‘the mean one’’—or worse; who was expected to efface her- 
self always, has been coming out of her seclusion byeevery door, and 
appearing in increasing numbess in every department of life. 

She has become so numerous, so solidly established on these new 
grounds, that a woman who holds the wholly ignorant, helpless and 
subordinate position so common a century or more ago, is now the 
conspicuous one. : 

All this, and more, is the world-movement for which we have so 
recently coined the word ‘‘feminism.’’ 


The Fear of a Word. 


This being what it is, we should look with scientific interest at 
the painful picture of it held by those who cry aloud of its dangers. 
What do they think it is, these timid souls who so deplore a change, 
who are so satisfied with the world as it was, and its rate of progress? 

Their first horror is that it is taking woman out of the home, and 
this seems the Ultimate Evil to many. They are so immovably con- 
vinced that women are ‘‘haus-tier’’—house-beasts—domestic animals, 
and that they have no legitimate human relations outside that house. 
*hen, chased by their own terrors, they imagine that.if women do 
have outside interests and activities they must therefore unavoidably 
neglect the home, neglect the husband, neglect the children; and so, 
in hideous downward rush, forswear all decency, all mght personal 
relations, and plunge with a miraculous double action into preferred 
eslibsev end free love.

There are some such women among the highest classes of ‘‘soci- 
; is all ‘‘society’’ branded thereby? There are some such 
women in the lowest grades of industry; is all industry branded 
thereby ? 

Feminism, step by step, makes possible closer union, deeper at- 
tachment between men and women, because it develops in the women 
the broader human characteristics; it means comradeship, friendship, 
a larger love. 

It is going to remodel the home, take it off man’s shoulders, bring 
it up abreast with our scientific management, set free four-fifths of 
its labor, reduce its outrageous cost, improve its methods. 

It is going to lift the race with speed and thoroughness, by a 
more rigid selection of men, better born children, and far wiser edu- 
cation for all. 

And all that is only preliminary. 

Women, the true human type, with men, will make the world a 
home we can be proud of. 

Feminists are women, plus: plus full human endowment and 
activity. Anti-feminists are men who misname their attitude; who 
want women to be ‘‘fémale’’ and nothing else; or are women—minus. 
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How Science Watches Growth of the Body 


EN are taller than women, 4s 
a rule. This difference in 
height begins at birth, when 
the baby boys average two-fifths ofan 


inch longer than the baby girls. "at 
maturity the average difference has 
increased to four inches, when the 
man’s average height is 5 feet 6.3 
inches; the woman's, 5 feet 2.4 
inches. These are the figures of a 
German scientist, who gives the fol- 
lowing explanation of the accom- 
plishment of growth: 

“The children who under normal 
conditions are round, fat and plump 
in the first year of life at the end of 
the third or fourth year suddenly 
begin to shoot up, to use the popu- 
lar expression. But at the same time 
a noticeable emaciation is observed, 
so that the hitherto plump and bloom- 
ing children appear pale, faded, and 
lean. This is the period of the first 
‘stretching.’ Between the 8th and 
10th to the lith year there is cus- 
tomarily another period of relatively 
rapid growth, a renewed ‘shooting up,’ 
the period ofthe second stretching.” 


The following is Prof. Stratz’s mi- 
nute analysis of periods of growth: 

1. Period of the first fulness of body 
~—2 to 5 years. 

2. Period of the first stretching—6 to 
8 years. 

3. Period of the second fulness—98 to 
ll years. 

4. Period of the second stretching— 
\2 to 16 years. 

5. Period of maturing—17 to 25 years. 


“These figures are based on ex- 
tensive investigation, but others vary 
somewhat: thus, according to von 
Lange and Weissenberg, the period 
of the first lengthening can not be 
definitely determined. 

“Weissenberg, who took measure- 
ments of a comparatively large num- 
ber of people, found that the figures 
of Stratz could be generally verified, 
except that the first ‘stretching’ 
period was only apparent. This 
period merely appears to be one of 
increase in length because it coin- 
cides with one of a _ cessation of 
growth in breadth; hence the body 
gives the impression of being long 
and slender. The third period he 


designates as one, not of a second 
fulness, but as a period of slow 
growth. 

“This same authority divides life 
after the attainment of the 25th year 
into two periods, that of ‘standing 
still’ and that of decline. Thus Weis 
senberg’s life-periods read as fol- 
lows: ° 

1. Period of first fulness, 2 to 4 years. 

2. Period of first apparent stretching, 
5 to 7 years. 

3. Period of retarded growth, boys, $ 
to°12 years; girls, 8 to 10 years. 

4. -Period of second stretching, boys,: 


‘13 to 18 years; girls, 11 to 15 years. 


5. Period of retarded growth, boys, 
19 to 26 years; girls, 16 to 19 years. 

6. Period of standing still and of the 
second fulness, 26 or 19 to 51 years. 


7. Pertod of decline, 52 to 76 years. 


“Complete height is practically at- 
tained at 18 in girls and 25 in youths. 
Many races, however, as is shown by 
the researches of others, are capable 
of a slight gain in height in later 
years. In the sixth period, 26 to 51 
years, the height appears normally 
to remain constant, gradually de 


creasing in the seventh period until 
very old age. 

“The increase of height and weight 
changes from time to time: however, 
it is not constant within the limits of 
a single year, but seems dependent 
upon the seasons. Buffon noted that 
increase in height and girth of chest 
are greater in summer than in winter. 

“The size of the body is alike in 
the two sexes, Among civilized races 
the difference in adult measure- 
ments fs about four inches on the 
average, the average man being 
larger than the average woman. But 
this is not the case at every period 
of life. The girl is smaller than the 
boy from birth to the age of 10; but 
boys and girls approximate each 
other increasingly in this respect 
until they are nearly the same from 
8 to 10. From this point on, at 
which begins the accelerated growth 
of the stretching period, the relation 
alters. In this period the girl gets 
ahead of the boy in size, but by 15 
the boy has caught up, and by 19 or 
20 he has attained the typical adult 
superiority of about four inches.” 
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| What is “‘Sleet’’? 


HAT ts sleet? This is what 
the United States Weather 
Bureau is trying to find out. 
What is the cause of ice deposits on 
telegraph, telephone and electric 
transmission wires: a phenomenon 
to which the expression “sleet” {s 


now very commonly applied in this 
country. 


The bureau states that a search of 
dictionaries ang of a large amount 
of technical and non-technical litera: 
ture reveals the following facts: 

In England “sleet” means usually, 
though not invariably, a mixture of 
raindrops and snowflakes. 

In the United States the term 
“sleet” has nearly always been ap- 
plied by meteorologists to s0me form 
of water (other than snow) that is 
in a frozen state before reaching the 
ground; viz.” either small particles 
of clear ice (often mingled with rain 
or snow), or little snow-like pellets, 
differing from true hailstones, but 
often called “winter hail” or “soft 
hail.” (The latter form of precipita- 
tion is called graupel in German, and, 
under the influence of German writ- 
ings, American and English meteor- 
ologists have used this word to some 
extent. The French equivalent is 
gresil.) 

Non-meteorological usage in this 
country varies. The uses noted above 
are more Or less common, but there 
is also another, in accordance with 
which the term “sleet” is applied to 
a coating of ice, formed on terres. 
trial objects by rain which freezes 
after contact with such objects. 

In England such an ice coating is 
usually called “glazed frost,” and 
this term has been adopted for of. 
ficial purposes by the British Mete- 
orologital office. Another name for 
such a deposit is “silver thaw.” This 
curious expression has been know y 
in both Great Britain and America 
for a very long time. It occurs in 
Cartwright’s Journal (1792) with ref. 
erence to the prevalence of the phe- 
nomenon in Labrador. 

Last, but not least, when the de. 
posit is heavy, and especially when 
it results in the breaking of branches 
wires, etc., the phenomenon aa a 
whole is very commonly called, in 
this country, an “ice storm.” - The 
weather bureau itself has generally 
identified sleet with frozen raindrops, 
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Miss Martin Harvey. 


HEN Freddy Ward, official

possibly to earn enough to send them 
balging packages to divide among 
their comrades in the trenches of 
france. 

Obviously, it. would be most un- 
gracious, not to say undiplomatic, of 
American producers to say. that they 
had to go abroad for their beauties, 
because there was.a scarcity of them 
available here, but it is undeniably 
true that the producers did send 
ebroad for most of the chorus girls 
for a big musical extrava- 
ganza with which New York 
will shortly be regaled. 

It would be treason to ac- 
cuse Americans of snobbery; 
and were this the truth, still 
it would be treason to say 
the theatrical moguls intend 
to capitalize this snobbery 
by announcing a “chorus of 
foreign beauties,” when all 
the world knows that the 
American beauty is absolute- 
ly the last word in charm of 
face and form.

ALIFORNIA, the state of Panama- 
’ Pacific fairs, of perennial self-ad- 
vertising and of other marvels 
too numerous to mention, is now 


having the downright good luck of be- 
her by nature at just this time the only 
active volcano within the borders of this 
country is just her luck. The visitors who 
ordinarily would have gone only to the ex- 
positions now travel far up to the northern 
borders of the state, spending their money 
as they go, to take a look at Lassen Peak 
as she spouts out steam, cinders, sulphur 
emoke, flames and volcanic rock. And again 
it is California’s luck that when the dis- 
ing in possession of the only volcano 
which the eves of white men have ever 
seen in a state of eruption within the. bor- 
ders of the United States. 

That California should have presented to 
tinguished members of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of ‘Science 
meet in San Francisco shortly—the first 
meeting which the association has held 
west of the Rockies*—she will have a real 
firespouting volcano with which to enter- 
tain them. 

It was only a vear ago that Lassen Peak, 
which had lain dormant for a thousand 
years, was roused from her lethargy. Ever 
since she has been exhibiting the force 
which springs from imprisoned fires of the 
earth. It was on May 30, 1914, that the 
Californians who lived within a radius of 
fifteen to twenty miles of Mt. Lassen were 
awakened out of their night’s sleep by a 
roar and a thunder like the sound of thou- 
sands of heavy cannon going off. 

A black column of smoke, attended with 
hot ashes, fine sand and hissing steam, was 
shot up from deep caverns of the earth 
into the sky five thousand feet above 
the summit of the mountain, which is it- 
self nearly two miles high. 

The Californians could scarcely believe 
their senses. They had been used to con- 
sidering Lassen Peak as a harmless old 
pet, as a quiet old monster who didn’t have 
a tooth left in her head. And then to have 
her suddenly become one of the most sav- 
age active volcanoes in the world was al- 
most too much for them. 

But with the true Californian spirit the 
Californians got busy and made Lassen 
Peak and its eruption shout for the glory 
of California. ‘@f California has a dead 
voleano that won’t behave itself and stay 
dead,” said the Californians, “then we'll 
make a virtue of its misbehavior, adver- 
tise it and get more tourists to come to 
God’s favorite spot of earth.” 

This is just what the Californians did. 
It was just their luck to come into posses- 
sion of the only live voleano the United 
States owns. So they advertised it right 
and left and got advance notices and re 
views concerning it in all the papers and 
magazines in the land. The Los Angeles 
Times even went so far as to send Wil- 
iam H. Knight, a scientist of that efty. 
“way up to the nofthern border of the state 
to sit through an entire performance of 
‘Mile. Lassen. Which he did and was so 
impressed in doing it that he wrote almost 
two full pages of a laudatory review con- 

her extraordinary work. 
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and to boom her volcano for all it is worth, 
for Lassen Peak almost over night has 
taken its place in the front ranks of the 
great active volcanoes of the world. There 
are, of course, thousands of dormant and 
extinct volcanoes in the world. Every 
country, continent or island which pro- 
fesses to be anything at all owns one. But 
the roll of active volcanoes can be quickly 
called. 

The principal ones are Vesuvius, in Italy, 
4,000 feet high, dormant previous to 79 A. 
D.; Etna, in Sicily, 11,000 feet high: Strom- 
boli, on one of the Lipari islands, 3,000 
feet high, and Hecla, in Iceland, 5,000 feet 
high. All these are on the map of Europe. 

In America there are several low volca- 
noes on the Aleutian Islands, two large 
ones in Mexico, two in Guatemala, one in 
Salvador, Mt. Pelee, on the Island of Mar- 
tinique; Cotopaxi, in Ecuador, 19,500 feet 
high, and one each in Patagonia and Terra 
del Fuego. There is also one on the Ant- 
arctic continent. 

In the mid-Pacific there are two volca- 
noes on the Hawalian Islands—Mauna Loa, 
13,760 feet high, and not far away Kilauea, 
4,000 feet high. There are a few incon- 
siderable ones in other Australasian 
islands. In Japan there are two, Formosa 
has one and Kamschatka has two or three 
It is a noteworthy fact and one that has 

ot been explained by scientists that al! 

e active volcanoes are near the sea, that 
{s, within one hundred miles of the coast. 

Thus it happens that Lassen Peak is the 
only active volcano in the United States. 
It is a. giant mountain with a height of 
10A37 feet. It is built up entirely of ma- 
terials drawn from the deep interior of the 
earth. California claims it now as one of 
her most wonderful scenes. Not only is it 


® gugged sentinel guarding the state's 
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northern frontier but it is constantly chal- 
lenging attention and exciting admiration 
by splendid displays of deep-seated energy 
and by sending forth magnificent black 
plumes into the sky often accompanied by 
a grand bombardment of great rocks. 

About 1,200 feet of its summit can be 
seen from the mail stage at a distance of 
twenty miles. Steam can be seen tly 
steaming forth. Every onoe in a while a 
column of black smoke comes forth and 
rises straight towards the zenith. A long 
herizontal light-colored cloud lies apparent- 
ly above the volcano. The smoke some 
times reaches a height which mountaineers 
have estimated as being 5,000 feet above 
the volcano opening. It impresses itself 
indelibly upon the memory of anyone who 
is lucky enough to see it. 

The crater itself cannot be approached 
at present on account of the incessant 
spurts of steam, and the possibility of an 
outburst of cinders, ashes and rocks, not 
to mention flows of lava which may take 
place any minute. 

At such times a fine sand ranging from 
an almost impalpable but gritty powder to 
very small pebbles is projected with great 
Violence from the throat of the monster 
and carried to distances of from fifteen to 
twenty miles. It was on the northern and 
eastern side of the mountain that the tre 
mendously large rocks were projected from 
the volcano and sent tumbling down the 
steep mountain side toward Manzanita 
lake, four miles distant, when the tremen- 
dous and historic outburst occurred on 
May 22 last. 

Some of the daring mountaineers set ont 
with lines to measure these stones short- 
ly after-fhe eruptiqn, They found twa 
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great rocks, one twefve by fourteen by ten 
feet and the other eleven by nine by sev- 
enteen feet, both still so hot that they 
blistered their hands in measuring them. 
Another great rock which was vomited 
forth set fire to a green sapling against 
which it rested. 

It was on the northern slope of the 
mountain that the great disaster of Hat 
Creek occurred. There was a deep snow- 
bank near the summit and the flerce heat 
of the explosion together with a great 
mass of hot cinders rapidly melted the 
snow, and the water mixed with the ashes 
and the sand to a muddy consistency 
rushed down the mountainside in an irre 
sistible torrent, covering portions of the 
valley for a width of two miles with mud 
from one to two feet deep. 

There was a time fn remote geological 
ages when Lassen Peak did not exist, when 
the waves of the Pacific ocean rolled over 
the broad expanse of what is now Sacra- 
mento valley and washed the shores of a 
continent which terminated at the base 
of the Sierra Nevada mountains. Then be 
gan a wonderful upheaval of the earth’s 
crust attended with a tremendous display 
of subterranean energy and the most bril- 
Mant series of thermal, explosive and vol- 
canic outbursts the world has ever known. 

This was when the giant volcanoes of” 
Lassen and Shasta and the mountains of 
the Cascade range were born. The foun- 
dations of the great deep were broken up. 
During the uplifting of basie rock by stu. 
pendous subterranean forces they were 
metamorphosed by the intenge heat and 


veins and dikes were filled with the melted 
rock from below. 

In the imaginative language of an earty 
writer: “The funeral day of the old world 
had come. It must be buried. The mo- 
mentous event was ushered in by one of 
the grandest displays of terrestrial fire 
works earth ever witnessed. But there 
were no uuman spectators. All the 
pageantry end pomp of earth and heaven 
were presented on a scale of magnificence 
never since equaled. The roar of heaven’s 
artillery was drowned in the more terri- 
ble crash of breaking and heaving moun- 
tains; the sun was quenched by the flercer 
gleams of red flames that shot from a hun- 
dred volcanoes; along half a thousand 
miles, from the foundations of Lassen 
and Shasta to those of Hood and Rainier, 
the earth was opened in widegaping 
chasms and tremendous floods of surgi 
burning, liquid lavas were poured out; an 
black, suffocating showers of ashes and - 
voleanio dust were shot high in air and
